Spare the Trees. 


THE tree may bo described as a rooted 


animal, whose function it is to equalize 
the electrical conditions of the atmos- 
phere and the earth, to purify tho air 
we breathe, to exhale large quantities of 
aqueous vapor, and, by so doing, to 
modify both the temperature and the 
dryness of that aerial ocean in which it 
expands its foliage, to check the evapo- ] 
ration of moisture from the soil, and to 
promote the conduction of water to it, 
and thns to assist in the formation oi 
those subterranean springs which be- 
come the sources of perennial streams 
and majestic rivers. 


When I say that a tree is a rooted ani- 


mal, I do so advisedly. Its vital func- 
tions are analogous to ours. The spon- 
gioles at its roots select and absorb the 
food which it draws from tho soil, in 
much the same way as that in which the 
lacteals of the human stomach act; this 
food is converted into sap, or blood, and 
its circulation is arterial and venous, 
like our own. The tree breathes, as we 
do, its leaves being its lungs; and tho 
process of respiration is effected by 
means of the air-cells on the lower sur- 
face of the leaf, just as same insects 
breathe through the pores of their skin. 
In the hydrangea there are as many as 
sixteen thousand of these little air-holes 
in every square inch of the leaf, and in 
the yucca, or Aclam's-needle, there are 
no less than forty thousand in the same 
space. Each of these inhales carbonic 
acid, and exhales oxygen, just as wo in- 
hale oxygen, and exhale carbonic acid. 
And a living tree maintains a uniformity 
of temperature, just as the human body 
does. 
It has its hours of sleep, as we 


have, and its period of growth, maturi- 
ty, 'reproduction, and decay, as we 
have. 


As an agent for the purification ot 


the atmosphere, the value of the tree is 
incalculable. 
Professor 
Asa Gray, 


speaking of the Washington elm, at 
Cambridge, states that it is estimated to 
have produced an annual crop of seven 
millions of leaves, exposing a surface of 
five acres of foliage to the air. 
And as 


every inch of that foliage embraces 
many thousands of respiratory tubes, 
each incessantly engaged in giving off 
oxygen so long as it is exposed to the 
action of the light, we may imagine the 
beneficent part which a forest plays in 
relation to the supply of the - vivifying 
principle for our own lungs and blood; 
and we may also estimate what we suf- 
fer, 
in the privation of it, by herding to- 


gether in large cities, and breathing a 
poisoned or deteriorated atmosphere. 


The influence of the forest on the hu- 


midity of the air and the earth is due to 
a variety of causes. 
In the first place, 


the tree, in respiration, while decom- 
posing the carbonic acid, sets free a 
certain quantity of vapor. 
Not only so, 


but a portion of the moisture which is 
drawn up from the soil is given off by 
cutaneous transpiration, 
in the same 


way that vapor escapes from our bodies. 
In the second place, by sheltering the 
ground beneath them, shade trees pro- 
tect it against solar irradiation. 
Third- 


ly, as trees—according to experiments 
which have been made in Europe — 
maintain at all seasons a constant mean 
temperature of 54° Fahrenheit, 
the 


vapor which is held in suspension by 
the atmosphere, when the heat of this 
is higher than that of the forest, (coming 
in contact with tho latter, is condensed, 
and falls in the shape of fine rain, or of 
"drip." This is a phenomenon con- 
stantly observable in wooded elevations, 
like "the Dandeuong Ranges, for exam- 
ple, and those pure ice-cold springs, 
"vrkich come leaping down the shaggy 
slopes of the mountains, making sweet 
music as they babble and gurgle, foam 
and ecWy, '-."ihe green twilight of the, 
lovely Jern-trejL clefeteT-overlieiiiTr^are 
'btjH-iie'vapor floating in the air, trans- 
muted into sparkling runnels and stain- 
less cataracts by the action of the gi- 
gantic eucalypti, wliii'h lift their lordly 
Sends with such a majesty of mien above 
the crest of those purple hills. 


Strip the ranges of their, crown of 


glory, without replanting them, and 
each stream and creek would forthwith 
disappear. 
The winter rains would 


wash every inch of surface soil off the 
mountains: and then, when the bed- 
rock had been stripped quite naked, a 
heavy fall of rain would rebound from 
the impervious declivities into the sir- 
cumjacent valleys, and devastating in- 
undations would denude those of their 
alluvium and sweep it into the sea. 
In- 


stead of green pastures and blooming 
orchards, and fruitful vineyards and 
pleasant gardens, you would see a bare 
and arid plain, treeless and waterless, 
except in the winter, when a tropical 
down-pour would fill the otherwise dry 
beds of what are now permanent creeks 
with turbulent torrents. 


France, with other countries, has 


more than once paid the penalty of this 
wholesale destruction of timber. Hill- 
side forests were cut down; there was 
nothing to arrest the rain, and to con- 
duct it through a mass of vegetable hu- 
mus into the sub-soil, perforated and 
rendered permeable by the far-reaching 
roots of the trees, from whence it would 
find its way into under-ground reser- 
voirs, constituting the fountain-heads of 
never-failing springs. 
And thus, when 


the snows melted, or when there was a 
heavy rain-fall, floods of disastrous vio- 
lence occurred. That of 1840, in the 
valley of the Rhone, destroyed property 
of the value of seventy-two millions of 
francs. 
Those of 1846 occasioned a 


loss of forty-five millions of francs; that 
of May, 1856, laid a million of acres, 
including many towns and villages, un- 
der water in the valley of the Loire; 
while in the valley of the Rhone its 
effects are described as having been as 
calamitous as if the whole country had 
been occupied by an invading army; 
Mid the flood of 1875 was even more 
Calamitous. More recently all Europe 
•was 
moved 
by 
the 
afflicting 


narrative of the appalling inundations 
by which so large a portion of the Span- 
ish province of Murcia was devastated. 
And here again outraged nature visited 
upon man the penalties of his own mis- 
deeds. Warning voices were lifted up 
against the reckless war which was 
being everywhere waged against what 
little live timber yet remains in Spain, 
and the Government, the various muni- 
cipalities, and the land-owners of the 
country were entreated to take some 
•taps for the replantation of the rnonn- 


• tain slopes; but it was allot no avail. 


SfJjj leading newspaper of Madrid in an 
excellent article on this subject has 


• -v ,inted out that the evils resulting from 


-periods of protracted drought, alternat- 
ing with heavy rain-falls, occasioning 
floods, are alarmingly on tho increase, 
and an earnest appeal is addressed to 
the patriotism and public spirit of Span- 
iards to concert measures for reseuino- 
the country from such perils. 
° 


Just before this frightful disaster, 


Hungary was visited by one of a similar 
character, attributable to a like cause, 
ana attended with a correspondingly de- 
plorable sacrifice of human life and 
valuable property. 
The county town 


fczegedm, a place containing nearly 


forty thousand inhabitants, was swept 
away in a few hours, and the swollen 
waters of the Tlioiss, augmented to the 
proportions of a lako, overwhelmed a 
busy and prosperous community by a 
general ruin. 
The Theiss rises in the 


Carpathians, and in those mountains, as 
elsewhere, the hand of the spoiler has 
been at work; the forests have been 
felled, without any systematic attempt 
at replantation, and outraged 
nature 


visits upon the heads of the malefactors 
the righteous retribution of their shame- 
ful rapine.—Harper's Weekly.

THE favorito^trap employed for wolves 


in Burgundy is'the traquerurd. This is 
the most dangerous even to man, the 
strongest that is made requiring two 
men to set it. It has springs of formi- 
dable power and delicacy, and when 
these arc touched tho jaws of the trap, 
armed with rows of teeth, shut one with- 
in the other. 
In spite of every precau- 


tion, however, very sad occurrences will 
often happen in these forests. 


Some years ago a trap was placed 


near a deserted footway, and tho usual 
warning precautions taken. 
The same 


day a young man, anxious to present to 
his fiancee some turtle doves and pig- 
eons with rosy beaks,with whose where- 
abouts he was acquainted, left his homo 
a littla before sunset to surprise the birds 
on their nest, lie was late. The night 
closed in rapidly, and with the inten- 
tion of shortening the road he took his 
way across the forest. 
AVithout in the 


least heeding the brambles and bushes 
which caught his legs, or the ditches 
anil streams he was obliged to cross, he 
pressed on, and after a continued battle 
with the thorns, the stuniDS and roots, 
and the long clinging tendrils of the 
wild roses, came exactly on the track 
whero: the trap was set. 


Tho night was now nearly dark, and, 


thinking only of his doves and the loved 
one, 
he failed to observe that several 


little pieces of string were swinging to 
and fro in the breeze from the branches 
of the thicket near him. 
Dreadful, in- 


deed, was it for him that he did not, for 
suddenly lie felt a terrible shock, ac- 
companied by most intense pain, the 
bones of his leg being 
apparently 


crushed to splinters, lie was caught in 
the wolf-trap. 


Tiie first few moments of pain and 


suffering over, he must have compre- 
hended the danger of his position, and 
had, it is presumed, with great presence 
of mind, endeavored to open the ser- 
rated iron jaws which held him fast.

Fear not being part of 
his hardy nature, -he, by almost super- 
human efforts, and in the awful mo- 
ment forgetting all pain, contrived to 
drag himself and the trap toward an 
oak tree, against which he placed his 
back.

the young fellow, full of 
courage,

bride, awaited the horrible result, deter- 
mined to show himself a true child of 
the forest, and meet his fate like a man.

their bodies and heads cut open with a 
hatchet, were found dying in an adja- 
cent thicket.

mother to hoar the sad tale, informed 
her that these remains of humanity 
were all that was left of her boy, she 
laughed. Alas! it was tho lau^h of 
madness; reason had Had.— All the Year 
Hound. 


Economy of Strength. 


ECONOMY of strength is quite as im- 


portant as economy of time. There are 
many housekeepers who, if they work 
moderately, can keep upon their feet 
nearly all day, while if they were to 
hurry, they would.be completely tired 
out in an hour. Those who are fortun- 
ate enough to possess the strength and 
health with which our grandmothers 
were blest, can do their housework as 
they pleaseW-if they choose to loiter all 
day, they can easily do two days' work 
the next—while their weaker sisters 
must keep their work from getting be- 
hind-hand. 
A little mental work will 


aid wonderfully, if rightly 
applied. 


Suppose that instead of going "down 
cellar" six separate times while prepar- 
ing dinner, one should use a little fore- 
thought, and while getting the meat do 
all things possible? The butter can be 
placed on the plate and the cream 
turned into tho pitcher; little hands and 
feet can be taught to do safely and care- 
fully many errands that would greatly 
relieve weary mothers. 
If there arc no 


little ones to aid, a large platter or even 
the dish-pan can bo used t|o good ail- 
vantage in carrying different things 
from the cellar. 
It is even very tire- 


some to be obliged to do much work 
after tea. 
So let the meat bo cut and 


tho potatoes brought in and perhaps 
pared during the intervals of preparing 
the meal. Let tho- basins and saucers 
that aro soiled be immediately washed, 
and one will be relieved from an im- 
mense pan of dishes after supper. 
The 


same may be said of going up stairs, for 
passing back and forth, even over the 
easiest steps, is, very tiresome, and one 
will be well repaid for economy. 


Sometimes in the midst of housework 


one will be seized with a sudden lit of 
trembling, a headache, or an unac- 
countable weariness of the limbs. 
One 


knows that sitting or lying down for 
half an hour will relieve, but because 
the sweeping is not done, or possibly the 
dishes, thinks it must not be. 1 deem it 
purest folly to spend ten or twelve hours 
in pain and weariness, when one-twen- 
tieth that time spent in rest would pre- 
vent it. I do not call it indolence if 
one spends two forenoons at ironing, 
taking frequent rests, in which most or 
all the mending can bo done. Neither 
do I think it wrong if the washing is not 
always done on Monday. I do not wish 
to advocate laziness, but I should like to 
tell every wife that it is due her hus- 
band and family that she make the best 
possible use of her strength—that it is 
not advisable to use it carelessly, for 
eal comfort need not be sacrificed, 
though system and order may be slight- 
ly dethroned.—Cor. Country Gentleman.
